Senator Oora^ taMlcMoB; a sub* 
atltute by Senator MaCnmbar, a Ro- 
publican, and an attempt by Sena- 
tor CJore to BtrenRthcn his original 
proposal, all wcro defeated at one 
time on a roll-call cn a motion by 
Senator Jamao, one of the admlnis- 
traUm whtpa. to Uble tbem. The 
•dmialitratlon Tletory In the Soiiato 
transferred tlir fiplit to tlio House. 

Of the fourteen who voted nay, 
only O'Oormaa and Clambarlala are 
Democrata. 

rorty-aeren Democrata voted aye. 

Senator fiore him.ielf voted to ta- 
ble his resolution. Senators Cham- 
berlain and O'Gornian were the only 
Democrats to vote against the Ad- 
mintatratlon. • The other twelve 
•BtHidmtatatratton Totea were all 
WutsWlWiwi o-faofiifrliBwy. ainoerats 
and twentw-two Ropnblleaaa TOttd 
to table the reiolatlon.

Washington. March 4. — President 
Wilton's position on the internation- 
al altuatioa. out ot which haa grown 
tha- a a a atl oa of thU •oaatry'a posi- 
tion on tha armad marehantman eon- 
troversy, was revealed further to- 
day. He told congressioniil leaders 
tliat it was nioutlis after the resigna- 
tion of former Secretary Bryan be- 
fore the United States could convince 
Oermany that thta aatlon la in aam- 
aat In Ua poaMlon oa aateMlao war- 
fare. He raid that tha eharges 
made that he wantad to get the Unit- 
ed States into war were entirely dis- 
proved by his attitude during the 
last two years. He is willing to do 
anything except sacrifice the nation's 
honor in order to maintain the Unit- 
ed Stataa at paaea. At the aame 
time ha did not see how the United 
States could do anything but sever 
diplomatic rchitidns vitli any nation 
whioli killed Americans in violation 
of lnt?rnational lay- represent- 
ed that the Oerqtaa ambassador and 
Secretary Lanafat hava thoroughly 
diseneaad tha altuatioa, and that the 
former' fully nbderstanda that In the 
event ot a compliHe disagreemc:!* 
dil)loiiiiitic relations must bo broken 
off. Aniliass.Klor nernstoff. th-^ 
President says, shares the hope that 
nothing of the kind will ever occur.

Tha loaa of nmro than S.ooo lives 
is tha graatoat oeoaa diaaatar of 
modem ttaea. Vp to tho pratent 
the largest number of livea ever lost 
in one wreck was the White Star li- 
ner Titanic, which struck an lccl)"rg 
off the New Foundland banks on 
April 14. i!n2. and sank with a loss 
of-1,585 and tha f tae a a d numbered 

748.

taxpayers and candidates (or oflee le 

the opinion of political leaders of all 
parties. There is much speculation 
as to what it will cost the State and 
these estimates vary, but no esti- 
mate haa been lower than an aver- 
aga of IB.MO a aonaty. The lowest 
eatimate, theraforo. la 1460,000 for 
the ninety-two countlaa of tho State. 
Some politicians thtak:'^ coat wUt 
run to $(100,000. 

Marion county, in wliiiU Indian- 
apolis is situated, has already ap- 
propriated 934,000 to pay the ex- 
paaaaa ot tha primary. Soma county 
ofllelalB say this win not be aaengh. 
Some of the smaller counties may 
not have to s|iond. It is estimated, 
more than $.1,00o. Hut the larger 
counties, like Lake. Vigo, St. .loseph. 
Allen and Vanderburg. and perhaps 
a tow othara, will, it is believed, 
have to pay out 116,000 or •mora. 
Until all the printing bills are in. 
however, it will not be possible to 
ascertain the cost of tUr primary 
with any ceitain degree ol' accuracy. 

Tiiat the pi inmry i.-; hitting I lie 
candidates hard, there is no ques- 
tion. Practically all of tho political 
laadara lay that tharo waa aovor any 
candidate who made a oanvan for 
an ofllco. to be nominated at a con- 
vention, tliat ever spent anything 
like what the prinmry is costing. The 
greatest item of expense In the pri- 
mary is for newspaper advertising. 
The candidates arc naing .tbia meth- 
od of appealing to the voter more 
than evr tiofore. 

1!' cause of til'' lack of contc?:t, tho 
r''i'iiH>cr;i(ii- caniilates for the liiglier 
ofnces have not been called to spi-nd 
large amounta. Tha Progressive 
caadldataa arc apandlng practically 
nothing. It la the Ropnblleaaa who 
are making the strenuous campaign. 

Hepubllcan candidates for United 
State Senators and (lovernnr -and 
tiiere are three each for thtso two 
offices — are making great appeal to 
the voters by displaying their pho- 
tograpba. with reading matter, in 
the newspapera. Tha Incraaaa In the 
uso of this sort of advertising has 
been marked. Most of tlio a lvertise- 
raents are two columns wicie ami ten 
inches or twenty inches long. There 
are about 160 regular Republican 
nawapapoTi ta tho State and about 
forty othora earrrtas thia advortla- 
ing. One Inaortton of tha uanal 
twenty-incli ad. In these papers costs 
$1,000 at a conservative estimate. 
Ueimbiican candidatt's for Sena,tor 
and Uovernor have had such adver- 
ttamaoate in this string of newspa- 
pora aaywhara from thraa to a doaan 
tlmaa. Tkia rapatltioa la wplalaad 
by the fact that some of the men be- 
gan their active campaign last Aug- 
ust wlillo others began theirs Uler. 

Campaign buttons, stickers, cards, 
postera, street car ads and pennants 
hava baoa diatributad with a lavish

Belgium, Mr. Woleott said S.000,000 
are virtually destitute and drawing 
dally one meal consist ini; of the 
equivalent of three thick slices of 
bread and a pint of soup. He added: 
"Dopota for tho distribution are 
only torge enough to accommodate 
between thirty and fifty |)eople, so a 
long line of hungry people extends 
Into the street for a block or more. 
.Most of those wlio wait are so iioor 
that they have no protection in the 
shape of an umbrelto or a thick coat 
against the discomfort at stormy 
days. 

"I have seen thousands of people 
lined up in snow or rain, soaked and 
chilly, waiting for hri-ad and souii. I 
have returned to the distributing 
stations at tho end of the day and 
have found men, women and child- 
ren somotimoa still staadiag ia line, 
bat later eompelled to go back to 
their pitiful homes — cold, wet. nils- 
erahle. It was not until eighteen 
weary hours afterward that they got 
the meal they missed. 

"There is another stratum of 
clety Just above the poorer working 
people which to only partly destl- 
tato, but even these must swallow 
their pride and stand In line ev(>ry 
day for the supplementary ration.

In Justice to all concerned 
and in fairness too, we, who have 
tko bwdaa to boar, tkat la, tka farm- 
ors of this eoaaty, aad asora oapee- 
lally. thoae betwooa the ages of It 
and '0 years, feel It would be put- 
ting more than their share on them.

The following are a few of the 
reasons we have against working the 
road under the old system:

except hIa road poll tax. Bald over- 
seer to warn in liaiiils, keep ny, his 
section of road and all culverts and 
bridges under 2o feet Said ov<-r- 
seer lo be liable to indictment and 
fine If he falls to keep roads aad 
bridges free from obatmetioa aad ia 
good repair. 

2. We don't think it ri.L-h* for the 
boys to work on the ro;ids before 
they are of legal age, nor would we 
think much of any one who would 
cry "back to the farm, " and encour- 
age such a ayatem. We think It un- 
fair to tka road haads to aak them 
to furnish their own tools and with- 
out any conipenaatlon whatever to 
keep up the roads and bridges. The 
old system would be less than half 
of the wealth of tho ooaaty kaep- 
ing the roads. 

*. The roada et tkto ooaaty are 
! public property, sama aa tho court 
house and JaU, aad it would be aa 
fair to aak the road hands to keep 
latter In repair. As we understand 
it. the Fiscal Court went hack to the 
old system for two reasons, vii.: 
Lack of funds and pnblio soatimoBt. 
Without censuring any oae, wo fear 
it waa act aMdo pabUc anoagh. we 
tool that tbore should be an expres- 
sion from the "boys in the trenches 
And If a majority of thotn are 
against keeping up the roads by the 
old system, we don't think the fiscal 
court should ask it, nor do we be- 
Itovo tkay will.

One of the developments of the 
trench warfare In Northern FraBce 
has been the employment of dlrka aa 
weapons tor otisaatva aaa at close 
quartera. Ia aarrew traverse and par- 
altols, where there Is not room to 
swing a bayonet-tipped rifle, the 
tactics ot our own Colonel Howie 
have been found well adapted to the 
needs of the moment. Tbera was at 
first much ok|o«laa to tko Idea 
among Brtttok aa MH ars, who did not 
ragard It aa a "sporting" proposition 

aad stigmatised it as"as8assliiation," 
But this first feeling has since been 
overcome. The probl.m confronted 
by the French and British military 
authorities now is the prooafOMat 

of an ade^uato supply of kalvaa aad 
dirks. Mast 9t tkaaa oa tha market 
have pravod too fliquy for the vic- 
ious usage demanded in trench fight- 
ing. It would seem as If the hunting 
knife, widely known In this country, 
woald aniidy fill the requirements 
Of the case. For a tlmo 4ka Fnnoh 
tried a knife dovtood far a.tkraatlag 
blow hold by a loop haadle that pais-

experi a wa to developed that a cutting 
edge aad some length of blade were 
necessary us well as a sharp point.

ThoB oar machine guns, plac- 
ed in batteries every live yards, be- 
gan to play, and we saw the dead In 
groups upright, 'vhere there was 
not room to fall. From Moncourt I 
foUowe '. the supply road to Fleury, 
where I took the light railway to- 
ward Vardaa. Tka koavy gaaa aoar 
DouaaiMat aad Damloup wera Sr- 
ing aa fast as they could be loaded. 
When We passed the two points, the 
air pressure, produced by the con- 
tinuous discharges, waiS ao terrific 
that blood gushed from our ears, 
and our lungs almoit oeaaad mark- 
ing." 

A oombataat who was In one of 
the most advanced trenches early in 
the battle of Verdun and who has 
returned to Paris wounded gives his 
experiences as follows: 

"At dawB we rocelvod ordors to 
leava the trsaok aad ta- lattoa ta a 
stroag paalttoa f tka Vaux woods in 
front Of Douaumont. Bending low 
we retired the four or five kilome- 
tres through the snow without much 
loss. Once In the new trenches we 
could not bear one another speak, so 
groat was the noise of tha oaaaon 
ading, aad wkaa we ioaka4 tkraagh 
the portseopea we eoaM oaly see 
heavy clouds of smoke spouting out 
of the sky. with Jets of fire flashing 
through the snow fiakes. There 
were about a doaen of us In the 
trenches and we felt the suppressed 
emotlaa SO maah that at laat «a pll 
burst aat MBiiaf. aad yot aaaa of 
us eoBid hear a bbm nak«a, avon 
by himself. 

"Then we saw the flernians com- 
ing on. They were in sUch masses 
that they looked like a flock of

"Do you know about the trick we 
played on the C.ermans In Caures 
Wood?" was the question with which 
a Freaeh soldier who had been in 
the Vordaa agktlag iatrodaaod to- 
day hto aaaaaat of aa iaaMoat at 
the front. 

"Well, to the north of Verdun," 
he continued, "a little beyond Beu- 
mont, lies Caures Wood. It was a 
point to which the Germans devoted 
spoelal attention and therefore ev- 
thiag was done to give them as good 
a raeaplloa ai pooalbto. 

"Whlto oar lalhairy oa tka frtaga 
of the wood held olf the eaemy, a 

lieutenant of engineers and his men 
made their final preparations In the 
•wood which had been carefully min- 
ed beforehand. When all waa ready 
the iafaatry fell back aad tka Oar* 
mans, aoavlaead tkat oar bmb wata 
bolting, tore aftar thorn lata tko 
woods, yelling exultantly. 

"When the last Frenchman waa 
safely out of the wood on the other 
side, some one posted near Beaumont 
pressed a button. There was a hea- 
vy boom and trees mingled with bod- 
ies shot into tko air. TIrtaally a^ 
ery maa of tho aaomy la tko wood 
had baaa killed."
